Final look set 
by City Council 
on worker rules 
Tomorrow night the City Council will 
take a final look at many of the changes 
proposed to the City Personnel Rules 
during numerous study meetings over 
the past months. 
The studies have produced general 
agreement on most of the proposed 
changes, however, two basic areas in 
the rules require council clarification. 
The more significant area is in deter­ 
mining the powers and duties of the city 
administrator. Under this heading, there 
are four questions to be decided; 
— ^The nature and extent of the ad­ 
ministrator’s power to supervise the 
administrative affairs of the city ex­ 
cept as otherwise specifically direct­ 
ed by the City Council. 
— Whether the administrator is to 
act as purchasing agent for the city 
or whether he is to supervise the func­ 
tion of the purchasing agent. 
— ^Whether the administrator is to 
have the power to appoint, discipline and 
remove employes in the competitive 
service or whether council approval is 
necessary. 
— ^Whether the city clerk and treasur­ 
er shall come under the jurisdiction 
of the city administrator. 
The second basic area to be consid­ 
ered deals with appointments to vacant 
positions in the competitive service. In 
this area, council has not expressed any 
disagreement nor suggested changes. 
However, members have expressed the 
desire to review the entire chapter be­ 
fore adopting the rules. Whether such 
review can be accomplished tomorrow 
night remains to be seen.

Thomas and George Vance. Two seats 
of the district’s five are being contest­ 
ed. The term of office runs for four 
years. 
It is the first election for each of 
the candidates, Mrs. Thomas and Vance 
are 
Incumbents, but 
were appointed 
to their offices to fill unexpired terms 
of trustees who had resigned. 
All five candidates are parents. Mrs. 
Boyer is a housewife and former school 
teacher; Mrs. Dial is a housewife; Holm­ 
dahl is a rancher; Mrs. Thomas is a reg­ 
iste red nurse; and Vance is owner of a 
trucking company. 
Major issues in the campaign have 
been the school district’s financial cri­ 
sis, preliminary approval for $1.14 in 
permissive override taxes and proposed 
salary raises for the districts 1,000 em­ 
ployes. 
During the course of the campaign the 
candidates appeared at two “ Meet the 
Candidates’’ forums one sponsored by 
the Junior Alpha Club, the other a “ Meet 
the P ress’’ forum sponsored by Lompoc 
Valley Press Club. 
The school district has a general fund 
tax rate of $2.62. All five candidates 
are on record as believing that the rate 
is too low for today’s educational job. 
Details of the candidates individual 
positions was printed in the April 10 is­ 
sue of the Record. Further detailed in­ 
formation collected by the American 
Association of University Women, is 
printed on Page 2 of today’s issue of 
the Record. 
Slightly more than 30 per cent of the 
school district’s 9,421 eligible voters 
turned out in 1967 to elect three trus­ 
tees, The voters selected John Beattie, 
Lloyd Lewan and Archie Nogle from 
among 14 candidates. Lewan eventually 
resigned and was replaced by Jack 
Helman. The current board, then, is com­ 
posed of Helman, Beattie, Nogle, Mrs.

Chinese officially 


name Mao successor 


HONG KONG (UPD-The Chinese Com­ 
munist party today announced adoption 
of a new constitution that specifically 
proclaims Defense Minister Lin Piao, 
70, as the successor to 75-year-old par­ 
ty Chairman Mao Tse-tung, 
It was not clear immediately whether 
Lin would take over the post now as rul­ 
er of the world’s largest country or would 
just wait in the wings until Mao dies 
or steps aside, 
A draft constitution circulated a few 
months before the party convened its 
9th national congress contained a clause 
declaring that “Comrade Lin Piao is 
Mao Tse-tung’s close comrade-in-arms 
and successor.’’ 
A communique issuedtoday after adop­ 
tion of the revised constitution said the 
new document confirmed Lin as Mao’s 
successor and elevated Mao’s thought to a 
level with Marxism-Leninism as the theo­ 
retical basis of the party.

WASHINGTON (UPD - President Nix­ 
on sent an informal State of the Union 
message to Congress today, urging im­ 
mediate action on 10 major proposals 
including increased Social Security bene­ 
fits and federal revenue sharing with the 
states and local governments. 
The message signaled the first broad- 
scale effort of the President to spell 
out a domestic program for congres­ 
sional enactment this session. He advis­ 
ed the House and Senate that detailed 
messages of the 10 top priority propo­ 
sals will be sent to Congress starting 
this week. 
Nixon also indicated a number oflong- 
er-range legislative recommendations he 
will make later. 
Nixon observed that he had decided to 
forego submitting a formal State of the 
Union message after he was inaugurat­ 
ed Jan. 20. He said today’s preview 
was in lieu of such a message. 
The 10 “ immediate action’’ proposals 
were summarized as follows; 
-Increased Social Security benefits 
aimed at offsetting the rlsii^ cost of 
living. 
-Beginning plans on sharing federal 
revenues with state and local govern­ 
ments. 
—New laws to combat organized crime, 
especially racketeering, narcotics ped­ 
dling and pronography. 
-increased equal employment oppor­ 
tunity, 
—A tax credit incentive program aim­ 
ed at enlisting the business community 
in social welfare and antipoverty pro­ 
grams, 
—Reorganization of the Post Office 
Department. 
—Home rule and congressional repre­ 
sentation for the District of Columbia. 
-A three-year tax reform program tnat 
will plug loopholes used by some of the 
wealthy to esca4>e heavy tax payments 
and eventually revise the entire tax 
structure. 
-Stepped-up labor and manpower pro­ 
grams including 
improvements of un­ 
employment insurance, safety, and job 
placement programs. 
-Stepped-up development of airport 
and airway facilities and mass transit 
systems. 
The President made no apology for 
delaying the submission of his legisla­ 
tive demands, 
“ It will be the goal of this Adminis­ 
tration to propose only legislation that 
we know we can execute once it be­ 
comes law,” the message said. “ Mere­ 
ly making proposals takes only a type­ 
writer; making workable proposals takes 
time. We have taken this tim e.’’ 


New weather satellite 
talking like mad' 


Nimbus 3, the butterfly shaped satellite launched from Vandenberg Air 
Force Base at 11:54 p.m. yesterday, reportedly is “ talking like mad” from 
its lofty' perch high above earth. 
The Nimbus weather satellite is the most advanced and .sophisticated 
weather vehicle yet launched by this nation. Its Instruments and camei as 
are capable of recording the ingredients of weather in three dimensional 
concepts— a factor which may lead to long-range weather forecasts. 
The Nimbus also carried Instrumentation designed to keep track of an 
elk nicknamed МОЕ. The elk presently is wandering through the forests 
of Yellowstone National Park. Strapped to its bcxly is a small radia trans^ 
mltter which sends signals to Nimbus. The globe circling satellite relays 
the signals to earth stations which then plot the location of MOF. The ex­ 
periment is designed to help scientist in their studies of animal migration. 
The satellite was orbited from Vandenberg by the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration after two delays. The first came Thursday night 
when a new ICBM launched from here interfered with tlie launcti window 
for Nimbus. The second delay occurred Friday night when a fuel leak in 
the Agena vehicle was detected. 
Nimbus 
3 is a “ spare parts bird’’ meaning it was made up from back-up 
parts and equipment salvaged from earlier models of the satellite and 
also from Nimbus 2 which fell into the ocean near here last M.iy wtien it 
veered from course. 
The Nimbus 2 cost an estimated $65 million. Officials said the latest 
version of the weather vehicle cost only a fraction of that amount. 
Booster vehicle for the Nimbus was a Thor built by McDoruiell Douglas 
Corp.

BOYER 
The Board of Trustees faces critical responsibility in mak­ 
ing decisions about finance. Effectiveness of a public school 
system depends in a large measure upon the adequacy of its 
financial support and the wisdom with which the finances of 
the district are managed. 
I^m poc Unified School D istrict is not unique among schools 
in the facing of a fiscal problem which is perpetuated by the 
same conditions year after year. If conditions remain the 
same, then we must apply different solutions to the fiscal 
problems and keep our school solvent. 
Lompoc Unified School would be an impoverished district 
without federal funds. School districts generally operate with one 
source of income — property tax. PL 874 and PL 815 recog- 
nize this. Because of our proximity to Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, federal funds are disbursed to relieve the burden on the 
school district. State funds are also available, som eearm arked 
for a specific purpose. It is unreasonable to expect signifi­ 
cant increases in federal and state aid at this time. Schools 
are 
only one 
agency competing for the federal and state 
tax dollar Our local tax rate is lower than most other school 
districts. 
DIAL 
The tax rate while it looks high it is not as high as most of 
the surrounding communities and certainly not near as high as 
the L A 
and San Francisco areas. Unless more money can be 
extracted from the federal government because of V A F B 
then the tax will have to be raised to keep competent teachers 
You get what you pay for and that applies to Um poc teachers 
as well as industry 
Many of the teachers who resign list 
another reason but actually it is usually for salary reasons 
HOLMDAHL 
The school district over the past five years has been head­ 
ing toward a financial collision course due to present fiscal 
policies School adm inistrators admit tosuchafact. A thorough 
study guided by competent financial consultants working in coop­ 
érât ion with the board of trustees and top administration is 
definitely in order and called for. The results of such a study 
would determine a decision on the local tax rate. Frankly, 
I support a fiscal school policy which allows us to do the most 
with what we can afford 
THOMAS 
The tax rate is low compared to other California tax rates. 
The school board will have to determine what should be 
done, if anything 
Several ways of 
aiding school districts and establishing 
monies for d istricts is under advancement at the state level. 
There should be some more equitable way of allocating money 
to support federally impacted areas 
VANCE 
Nobody likes to see an increase in their taxes, and we would 
hope that the i)erm issive taxes voted in this year by the Board 
would only be temi:x)rary, but until the state or the federal 
government provides additional funds it is either levy a limited 
amount of perm issive taxes or seriously change the educational 
program.

Experimental programs are essential in the process of adopt­ 
ing better methods of learning However, serious evaluation 
should be given such programs with regard to relevancy, 
results, costs, number of people benefiting, and other pertin­ 
ent factors (If you are considering specisil programs, such 
as vocational classes and others possibly using highly speci­ 
alized, perhaps very expensive equipment; these classes seem 
less valid than classes stressing basic learning.') 
DIAL 
Experimental programs are good when controlled and balanc­ 
ed The I T A 
program is a good example in the elementary 
level As for the secondary level I feel there are a few things 
that could be done EXAMPLE - A teacher sees a student who 
could care less about going to college and isn’t interested in 
higher math, English eti’ , and is losing interest in school and 
who will soon drop out Take this student and put him in a pro­ 
gram where his interest lies, farming, plumbing etc . that would 
keep his interest 
alive and tie would graduate from high

HOLMDAHL 
I do not favor experimental education programs for the sake 
of having experimental education programs or the sake of per­ 
haps gaining national educational recognition. I favor experi­ 
mentation elsew here; university sfhools of education, for ex­ 
ample, or larger school districts. I do not believe in making 
classroom s lalx)ratories of education. I believe in educating 
children by proven, sound and established methods. 
THOMAS 
Educational processes must be continually updated 
The 
only way to do this is to have and participate in experimental 
educational program s Certainly these types of programs should 
be carefully interjected into a school’s curriculum. 
VANCE 
Yes, I would favor an exj>erlmental educational program if it 
has a purpose. I feel that it is necessary to always want to im­ 
prove, and som etim es it is necessary to change for improve­ 
ment. 
I would hope that the administrative staff would feel that the 
changes being tried would be successful.

The administrative staff necessarily furnishes information 
on the academic and business aspects of the school. I believe 


the Board of Trustees should be responsible for working out 
problems of the district to the best educational interest of 
the students and community. I believe the Board should make 
a concerted effort to evaluate school procedures andprograms 
to determine effectiveness of policies. The Board, Individually, 
and as a group, should devote necessary time to effectively 
serve the educational needs and goals in behalf of the com ­ 
munity 
In our necessary concern over the responsibilities of the 
mechanics of education, we sometimes seem unaware of our 
real goal — that of educating our children in a wholesome 
environment — physical, academic and personal — so that 
they may establish a quality of life, developed with the knowl­ 
edge that this community and school district are sincerely 
working for the best interest of your youth. 
DIAL 
Decision making is too often made merely through the 
recommendations of the administration because there is little 
actual knowledge of the Board members on many of the speci- 
fice issues. This is sometimes good but also could be bad 
when administration is trying to push something that is a pet 
project but not especially the best for the district as a whole. I 
also feel that present board isn’t as strong as it should be. 
They sometimes let an issue pass when they really are against 
it. In other words they don’t stand up for what they think is 
right to them, and our community. 
HOLMDAHL 
The school board sets policy. The administration imple­ 
ments such policy. It can be no other way. 
THOMAS 
The Board hires the Superintendent of Schools. Through him 
the Board exercises its powers. The administrative staffs 
are trained executives and they have the tasks of managing 
personnel, overseeing school programs, planning for future 
needs, and carrying on all top management functions. Through 
administration the Board, representatives of the public, effect 
public will regarding the education of the children. 
VANCE 
You hire the most qualified people to do a job, and if they can’t 
do the job you’re supposed to get rid of them. 


IN THE DECISION MAKING PROCESS, IS THERE ANY WAY 
IN WHICH THECITIZENORCITIZENS’COMMITTEES MAYBE 
USEFUL? 
BOYER 
The district should set its policies to best serve the needs 
of the community. A citizens’ advisory committee which in­ 
cludes school personnel can be very helpful in seeking posi­ 
tive direction for establishing the policies of the school dis­ 
trict. 
DIAL 
This is a good idea because extra knowledge can be gained 
on a specific issue if for example a retired school teacher 
voices opinions on a subject she knows a lot about or a con­ 
tractor provides knowledge of some building problem or build­ 
ing fixtures, etc. . . . 
HOLMDAHL 
Policy decisions rest with the Board of Trustees. It is ce r­ 
tainly conceivable that on major policy decisions citizen advice 
should be sought 
I would not favor a permanent citizens’ 
advisory committee to a board of trustees any more than I 
would two boards of trustees. 
THOMAS 
I believe any committee should act in a positive manner. 
Members should become well informed and fam iliar with subject 
matter School Board meetings are public meetings and there­ 
fore all citizens’ views are welcome and listened to, and may 
effect the policy of the board. However, board decisions must be 
for the benefit of all concerned and must not yield to pressure 
groups or to certain segments of the community. 
VANCE 
Yes; we took their recommendation on having an audit. 
The School Board meetings are public m eetlr^s. The Board 
is always willing to listen to any person or group from the com­ 
munity. 
The Board accepted the recommendation of the community 
committee to have an outside consultant evaluate the district. 
The California School Boards Association has done this, and 
the report will be forthcoming.

A tentative contract agree­ 
ment reached after round-the- 
clock negotiations between the 
railroad 
industry 
and 
the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Signal­ 
men has averted the threat 
early today of a paralyzing 
nationwide railway strike. 
Union and management repre­ 
sentatives huddled continuously 
for 28 hours over the weekend 
before announcing the eleventh- 
hour settlement Sunday. The 
announcement came as 13,000 
signalmen prepared to walk off 
the job at 6:01 a.m. local time 
today. 


Details of the agreement — 
which is retroactive to last July 
1 —were not disclosed pending a 
ratification vote later this week 
by 
the 
union. 
But 
Union 
President C. J. Chamberlain 
said the new contract would 
provide “ substantial” pay in­ 
creases for the signalmen. 
Meanwhile, the UnitedTrans- 
port Workers ended their five- 
day strike against the Illinois 
Central 
Railroad 
when 
the 
company 
agreed 
Sunday 
to 
restore 
half 
of 
450 
jobs 
eliminated five years ago. 


Illinois Central planned to 
resume operations early today 
and 
said 
negotiations would 
continue on possible restoration 
of 
the 
remaining 
225 
jobs 
abolished under federal anti- 
featherbedding legislation. 
The strike threatened by the 
signalmen would have crippled 
almost every railroad in the 
country. Millions of commuters 
would have been stranded in the 
largest cities and nearly all 
transport by rail of freight and 
produce would have ground to a 
halt. 
Settlement of 
the 
dispute 
hinged on the union’s demand 
for 
higher 
pay 
for 
skilled 
signalmen. 
Management 
had 
agreed to a general pay raise of 
20 cents an hour as recommend­ 
ed March 7 by a presidential 
emergency board but the union 
demanded an additional differ­ 
ential for skilled employees — 
not recommended by the board. 


Skilled signalmen, who are 
responsible for installing, in­ 
specting and tf^uutaining signal 
equipment btrf do not ride the 
trains, 
presently 
earn 
an 
average of $3.26 an hour. Union 
officials said the differential 
they were seeking would have 
brought skilled signalmen a 50 
cent an hour raise. 
The union was legally free to

sions of the Railway Labor Act 
had been used and only an act 
of Congress could have forced 
an end to the walkout.

A panel of UCSB students, with Keith 
Kerr as moderator, discussed the even­ 
ing’s topic, “ Values, Ideas, and Prob­ 
lems of Today’s Young People” , Mrs.

his professional back­ 
ground. Presently the founder and direct­ 
or of the Personal Counseling Center 
in Santa Barbara, Kerr has been work­ 
ing toward* his Ph.D. in Phychology at 
the University of Soutiiern California 
and Claremont College. 
Kerr set the stage and tone of the 
dialogue among the students and be­ 
tween the students and audience by 
encouraging a free and frank inter­ 
change of ideas and feelings. He liigle 
lighted many of the concerns and con­ 
flicts facing young people today, citing 
some of the causative factors; the dil­ 
emma of double standards in society; 
a shift from the concept of authority 
as a source of values to more subject­ 
ive norms, and the resultant pain and 
confusion as persons search internally 
for meaning and purpose. 
The students, Janis Jones, Rick Hunt­ 
ley, Leslie Wheatley, Judy Lyons and 
Paul Dirdak. a group with fairly diverse 
majors and future goals, shared their 
feelings on many problem areas; “ man’s 
inhumanity to man, the fear of technol­ 
ogical domination, the preservation of 
individuality, alternatives of fulfilling 
one’s obligatiwi to his country, sen­ 
sitivity to persons, meaningful comm­ 
unications, student dissent vs. student 
militancy, 
the difficulty of objective 
press, and educational reform on all 
levels.” 
Although many of tiieir ideas and 
ideals were challenged by the audience, 
the discussion seemed to prove that 
the generation gap is not necessarily 
defined by age.

White shoes, college diplomas 
mark today's baseball players 


NEW YORK - (NEA) -Base­ 
ball players are pretty well ac­ 
cepted In society nowadays an 
there are many fellows who 
would not raise the roof if their 
sister married one. 
Many players have gone to 
college, some finished and oth­ 
ers even learned something. 
Baseball 
teams 
travel first 
class and stay in the snazziest 
hotels. Off the field, their suits 
would make even Oleg Cassini 
inspect the lapels with admira­ 
tion. 
On the field, players are oft­ 
en turned out in conservative 
pinstrips. And the Oakland A’s 
players, 
dressed to the teeth, 
spend weeks in spring training 
learning how to slide without 
mussing up their white base­ 
ball shoes. 
It was a funny thing, then, to 
consider the early days when it 
was touch-and-go 
whether a 
baseball player rated above a 
second - story man on the social 
ladder. 
This 
thought 
came about 
while watching a preview of a 
fine, upcoming television base­ 
ball documentary, “ The Glory 
of Their Times,” written and 
produced by Bud Greenspan and 
adapted from Larry Richter’s 
best-selling book of the same 
name. 
It was Christy Mathewson, 
noted the film’s narrator, who 
“ brought respectability to the 
game.” Mathewson wasaBuck- 
nell College graduate and a gen­ 
tleman, and folks in 1900 were 
quite taken aback when he chose 


the profession of baseball. 
In that year, also, Ban John­ 
son organized the American 
League and advertised: “ Clean 
baseball 
and 
plenty 
of 25 
cent seats." At the time, play­ 
ers hurled raw obscenities at 
each other on the field and 
fans did the same from their 
vantage points. 
Johnson told 
his players: “ I want to see 
more 
ladies at 
ball gam^s 
and I don’t want them to hear 
things at ball parks they don’t 
hear at home.” 
The dictum had some effect 
on the players, though the fans 
continued on their merry blue 
way. 
But It was Mathewson, wrote 
Allen Churchill in a book called 
“ Remember 
When,” 
who 
brought the ladies out: “ ‘Let’s 
go out to the Polo Grounds and 
watch the young collegian play,’ 
pompadoured girls whispered 
to doting dates. It was another 
way of saying, ‘Take Me Out to 
the Ball Game.’ ” 
However, in films and photo­ 
graphs of baseball crowds 
in 
the early days, few women can 
be seen amidst all those bowl­ 
ers. 
Jackie Farrell, a New York 
baseball writer in the ’20s and 
now an executive with the Yan­ 
kees, said that women first at­ 
tended major league games in 
large numbers after Mrs. Babe 
Ruth and Mrs. Lou Gehrig be­ 
gan coming out to the park. 
“ To give you an idea of (base­ 
ball’s) 
respectability,” 
said 
Davy Jones, who played with 


Ty Cobb, “ I was going with a 
girl and after I became a pro­ 
fessional baseball player (1901) 
her parents refused to let her 
see me any more. In those 
days a lot of people looked upon 
baseball players as bums, too 
lazy to work for a living. So 
Margaret — that was her name 
— and I had to break up.” 
Chief Meyers, now in his 
80s, 
was 
a 
star 
Giants’ 
pitcher. 
In 
talking to Ritter 
about baseballs beginnings, he 
said: 
“ In those days . . . baseball 
was not well thought of, like 
it is today. Ballplayers w**re 
considered a rowdy bunch. We 
weren’t admitted to hotels, that 
is first-class hotels. Like the 
sailors in Boston, on the Com­ 
mons — ‘No Sailors Allowed.’ 
We were in that class. We were 
second - class citizens, even 
worse. 
“ Mr. (John) McGrawwasthe 
one who changed all that. He was 
the one who paid the price . . . 
to get his ball team into the best 
hotels. Now, the player is re­ 
spected. But it wasn’t like that 
when I started. You have to 
realize that I began plavingball 
— in the bush leagues, that is — 
when Dewey took Manila. That 
was in the late 1890s. 
quite 
awhile back.”

bara County and its cities are 
expected to climb 4 per cent in 
fiscal 1970, 
Member Richard 
Nevins of the State Board of 
Equalization announced today. 
The increase will mean an es­ 
timated 
$4,752,240 for local 
government coffers from the 
one per cent tax on those sales. 
The forecast, based on De­ 
partment of Finance figures, is 
for a statewide 
gain of seven 
per cent in the year which ends 
June 30, 1970. Santa Barbara 
County and its cities also may 
expect to share $799,650 in cig­ 
arette tax revenues, the result 
of a 30 per cent split with the 
state of the 10-cent per|>acktax. 
Retail sales hikes estimates 
range from three to 12 percent 
among the counties. Orange 
leads the larger counties with a 
12 per cent gain, with Marin at 
11 and a number of major coun­ 
ties at 10 per cent. Thirty-five 
counties were at the statewide 
average of seven per cent or 
higher.

Brothers smothered 


There are those who are complaining that the Smothers 
Brothers, whose weekly Sunday television program has been 
cancelled by the Columbia Broadcasting System, are victims 
of arbitrary censorship, summarily dismissed because they 
dared to speak out against the Establishment and make light 
of so-called middle-class values. 
There is no argument that the Brothers Smothers stepped on 
some complacent toes in pointing up some of the foibles'of 


American society — toes that deserve to be stepped on from 
time to time. 
But their attempts at sociopolitical satire more often than 
not came through the tube as tasteless, low-grade sarcasm 
that offended mass segments of their audience. 


Will Rogers they ain’t. That satirist had a knack for leaving 
his victims laughing, not writing letters to network presidents. 


Challenge ahead 


There is much more to the gathering in Washington of for­ 
eign ministers from the 15 NATO nations than will meet the eye 
in a casual reading of the official communiques. 
All too often in recent years the news out of NATO has em­ 
phasized only the problems — repeated failures to bring troop 
strength up to planned levels for the European defense shield, 
the continuing disagreements with France and, most recently, 
the dilemma posed by the Soviet occupation of Czechoslovakia 
and Canada’s decision to scale down its military contribution. 
The impression frequently has been that the alliance is in im­ 
minent danger of disintegration. 
The opposite is the case, however, and the fact that the 
Washington meeting is taking place at all is evidence. It marks 
the organization’s 20th anniversary, something of a longevity 
record as alliances go. History can show few, if any, similar 
examples of such a broad grouping of nations maintaining both 
their mutual independence and an effective alliance over such a 
lengthy period. 
This is not to gloss over NATO’s flaws. It has never func-

tioned exactly as blueprinted — human institutions rarely do. 
But it has served its original purpose with undeniable success, 
containing Communist expansion that in the years immediately 
following World War n threatened to engulf all of Western Eur­ 
ope. 
The task now is to prepare for a third decade, to update 
the alliance and its goals to meet the changing demands of a 
much-changed world. The emphasis will be less on the purely 
military and more on making NATO an effective vehicle for 
economic and political initiatives in the quest for a detente 
between the West and the Soviet bloc. This is believed to have 
been a major point on the agenda in President Nixon’s talks 
with Allied leaders on his recent European tour. 
Certainly, 
differences among the Allies will continue. But 
rather than signals of imminent collapse, these should be view­ 
ed as growing pains. And if NATO is anywhere near as success­ 
ful in growing to meet the challenges of the next decade as it 
has been in the past two, it must go down as one of history’s 
outstanding success stories. 


Negative feedback 


Yikes! We have to be careful of “ neg­ 
ative feedback.” 
Well, let us explain. 
Computer scientists have come up 
with some rather illuminating facts for 
parents published in Education U.S.A., 
a weekly newsletter on educational af­ 
fairs. 
Ready? Well, the findings state that 
the more parents in­ 
crease pressures on 
children to do well in 
school, the more the 
children tend to cheat 
and 
the 
more their 
grades decline. 
Well, 
we’ll 
be 
darned. 
The study was con­ 
ducted 
in 11 school 
districts in New Jer­ 
sey by a David E. Wil­ 
der of Columbia University. It was found, 
for example, that only 35 per cent of 
the B students who perceive “ little or 
no” maternal pressure cheat, whereas 
54 per cent of those who perceive “a lot 
more” maternal pressure cheat. 
Apparently, it is the sm arter children, 
from whom most is expected, who feel 
the pressure the most. It was found that 
while 50 per cent of those with IQs in the 
61-99 range cheat, 57 per cent of those 
with IQs of 111 to 120 cheat. 
A relationship between 
family 
in­ 
come and cheating was also discovered. 


Only 37 per cent of the students from 
families with incomes of more than 
$15,000 a year cheat, while 57 per cent 
of those from families with incomes of 
$6,000 to $14,000 and 54 per cent of 
those from families below $6,000 cheat. 
We’re nqt quite sure what to do with 
all this information. Our boy still is hav­ 
ing trouble skipping in kindergarten even 
though he may try to cheat. But how do 
you cheat in skipping? He also appears 
to be having a bit of difficulty in art. 
We had a bit of difficulty in art, also, 
when we were in school but we never 
could figure a way to cheat at the subject. 
We’re still going to pressure the kids, 
regardless.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Book 


WASHINGTON — The world is full 
of Vietnam watchers, the great majority 
with a deep emotional bias against the 
involvement of the United States in that 
prolonged and tragic conflict. One of 
these watchers in the top flight of the 
professionals with a broad range of first­ 
hand knowledge is Sir Robert Thompson. 
His book “ No Exit 
From Vietnam,” just 
published in London, 
is being hailed there 
as an event of major 
importance. 
Thomp­ 
son’s 
stern 
judg­ 
ments, based on his 
leading 
role 
for 12 
years in suppressing 
the 
Communist 
up­ 
rising in Malaysia and 
four years as an offici­ 
al observer in Viet­ 
nam, 
show 
with appalling clarity how 
a whole series of errors and miscon­ 
ceptions led to the present impasse. 
If the book had been issued with the 
express purpose of refuting the self- 
serving reports of Gen'. William C. West­ 
moreland 
and 
Admiral U.S. Grant 
Sharp, 
who exercised command in 
Vietnam, it could hardly be more time­ 
ly. 
Thompson shows how Westmore­ 
land’s strategy of search and destroy, 
pursued for nearly three years, played 
directly into the hands of the Commu­ 
nists. The American commander in Viet­ 
nam, now chief of staff of the army, fol­ 
lowing a conventional strategy left the 
Viet Cong more or less free to carry 
out their political objective through a 
Mtifia - like 
structure encysted in the 
heavily populated areas. 
It was, Thompson writes, 
a no-win 
strategy. The American forces fought 
a separate war, which ignored its politi­ 
cal and other aspects and were not on a 
collision course with the Viet Cong 
and the North Vietnamese who, there­ 
fore, had a free run in the real war. It 
was just as if the Americans, having 
been frustrated in the chess game, 
thought that they could win by going off 
and playing poker instead. 
The failure of American strategy, in 
Thompson’s 
view, 
can be measured 
by the military responseto the Tet offen­ 
sive of 1968, 
which caused such wide­ 
spread devastation in the cities. This 
was a request for 200,000 more troops. 
Bad strategy 
really was now distating 
policy, but it was a bit too much of “ more 
of the same.” Fortunately, the request 
was refused, since the strategy of attri­ 
tion as a means of achieving military 
victory wns bankrupt. 
He is equally critical of American 
bombing of North Vietnam. While the aim 
was to check the infiltration of North 
Vietnamese 
troops into the south, the 
rate of infiltration steadily increased. 
It was running at an estimated 7,000 a 
month in 1967 and North Vietnamese 
forces in the south were put at 50,000 to 
60,000, This was when the bombing had 
been carried to the oil depots around 
Hanoi and to the Thai Nguyen iron and 
steel complex and other targets close to 
Hanoi and Haiphong. Almost the only 
targets off limits were the harbor of 
Haiphong for fear of hitting a Soviet 
ship, the civilian population and the red 
river dikes. 
Thompson believes that one effect of 
the bombing was to stiffen morale in the 
north. It made every citizen a partici­ 
pant prepared to stand up to the invader. 
In a primitive 
economy 
even pro­ 
longed bombing could have little effect 
on the movement, by a wide variety of 
means, of the 200 to 300 tons a week of 
materiel sent into the south. There is 
reason to believe that since the bombing 
was halted on Nov. 1 morale has been a 
problem in Hanoi with rival factions 
bickering over the conduct of the war. 
Reviewing the three years beginning 
in 1965, when in March of that year South 
Vietnam almost went under, Thompson 
puts the heaviest share of the blame on 
former President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Johnson gave an open-ended commit­ 
ment — “ we stand with Vietnam” — 
without having actual control through ef­ 
fective training of and coordination with 
the South Vietnamese army. With a poor­ 
ly trained and poorly equpped force the 
American answer was again “ more of 
the same” — to increase the army of 
South Vietnam (ARVN) 
from a half-

million to close to a million. 
This was bound to have devastat­ 
ing consequences 
in 
the 
economy 
and the civil administration. Trained 
manpower 
was drained 
off. 
Ineffi­ 
ciency, rising prices, a sullen and re­ 
sistant population —all the evils plagu­ 
ing a country that has endured nearly 
30 
years of occupation and war — 
were magnified. 
Thompson 
is 
not hopeful that any 
reasonable compromise can come out of 
the current negotiations in Paris. He 
writes: 
“ What no one could face was that neith­ 
er the cessation of the bombing of the 
north nor the withdrawal of United States 
forces were any longer regarded by 
Hanoi as bargaining counters. Both were 
considered to be only a matter of time 
and Hanoi could afford to wait for them 
without making any real concession. If 


any factor was to influence Hanoi into 
accepting conditions, it was not one of 
United States making. Such influences 
were likely to be her own future rela­ 
tions with China, Russia and perhaps 
the United States itself, 
coupled with 
the problem of digesting South Vietnam.” 
The British specialist in peoples’ re­ 
volutionary 
wars 
is careful to deny 
any real analogy between the uprising 
in Malaysia and what has happened in 
Vietnam. He does suggest that 100 ,000 
American troops be removed in the first 
year, with preparation for a low-cost 
strategy 
aimed 
at 
rooting out the 
Viet Cong with a small American force 
prepared to see it through for four to 
five years. It is a sobering diagnosis 
by one whose prescription should not be 
ignored.

The king makers 


Tomorrow night the five members of 
the City Council will elect a mayor 
to serve for the next 12 months. The 
one-year term is relatively new in the 
history of the city, having been brought 
about by legislative changes enacted 
last year. Previously, the 
mayor served 
a two-year term and was 
elected by the 
council following each municipal elec­ 
tion. 
Robert 
D. 
Mac- 
Clure, the city's pre­ 
sent mayor, is the 
first 
individual to 
serve In that posi­ 
tion since the short­ 
er term in office was 
introduced. 
Accurately 
pre­ 
dicting the outcome 
of tomorrow night’s 
voting effort is as 
risky as a senior citizen with acute 
arthritis crossing the Hollywood Free­ 
way at 5 p.m. on Friday. The odds 
are monumental. Still — there are baro­ 
meters. 
Persons who have observed the local 
political scene for awhile will recall 
that in 1966 three new faces appeared 
among the five members of council. 
Those belonged to Richard K. Jacoby, 
Brooks Speight and Robert D. MacClure. 
Those three men later became the tar­ 
get of a recall action which became 
bitter and hotly contested in and out of 
court. The three survived the knock down 
political fight and retained their coun­ 
cil seats. 
The three men had fought hard to­ 
gether and were victorious — factors 
which could serve to politically unify 
them beyond what might be expected in 
the absence of the ordeal. However, 
during the past 12 months, those who 
attended council sessions on a regular 
basis would be hard pressed to produce 
an abundance of evidence indicating the 
three think alike and vote alike. Actu­ 
ally, the three have differed in opinion 
on many matters and frequently have 
done so with pointed and sharp words. 
Since apparently no bond exists among 
the three that is sufficiently strong to 
allow them to decide the issue, the po-

litical game of king makers grows more 
complex and complicated. 
Consider that last year when the office 
term was changed, one reason given for 
the change was that it would provide an 
opportunity for more members of coun­ 
cil to serve in the prestigious position. 
At the time the office term was chang­ 
ed, Jacoby was serving as city mayor. 
He announced that due to the pressure of 
business he would not be a candidate 
for mayor. Presumably his job as legal 
adviser to the Western Test Range is 
still a pressure situation that removes 
him from the competition. Art Scott is 
still on his first year and has indicated 
he feels that he would prefer to be­ 
come better grounded in the legal affairs 
of 
the position before entertaining 
thoughts of becoming mayor. 
That narrows the field to three. Mac­ 
Clure presumably would like the job for 
a second year. Speight, whose business 
reportedly is now on the upswing prob­ 
ably would like the job but he is a prac­ 
tical man. If nominated, he likely would 
turn it down unless he could assure 
himself that the mayor’s role would not 
interfere too much with business. 
Mrs. Benton has expressed the feeling 
that she is not interested in the job. 
However, this firm position was a time 
ago when she felt she could draw little 
or no support from Jacoby, Speight, or 
MacClure because she frequently took 
sides opposite from theirs during re­ 
call days. She is realistic and practical 
and perhaps was facing up to the truth. 
But times and attitudes change and the 
bitterness of those days has vanish­ 
ed. 
In discussing the possibility of her ac­ 
cepting the mayor, she laughs and says 
she has plenty of time. “I’m In no hury. 
I feel I am more effective as a coun- 
cilwoman.” She also notes the difficul­ 
ties inherent in the job for a lone wom­ 
an who would be attending many affairs 
designed for couples. She’s pushed the 
door closed but it Is not slammed 
tightly. 
Politics have a way of taking unusual 
twists and it may happen tomorrow night, 
but odds are that MacClure will be se­ 
lected for a second term as mayor
